Air Brjun wnles in part as follows: 


• 1 am in favor of both national and 


state regulation, and f also believe 
that public ovuii-iship Is the ultimate 
solution of the railroad question. 
In 


my discussions on this subject I have 
pointed out that because of tbe danger 
of centralization in ownership by the 
tedeial goveimnent of all the lines, 1 
preter a system in which the fedeial 
{.'uveiiiment will be coiitiued to the 
necessary trunk lines and the owner- 
ship of the lest of the lines be ktt to 
HIP states. This, however, is nut an 
immediate quest ion. As an advocate 
of regulation of the strictest soit, I 
can say to \o» that there Is no danger 
whatever that this regulation will be 
carried to the point of preventing a 
reasonable leturn on money invested 
in the lailroads ot the country. And 
I also assme you that whenever pub- 
lic ovuieishtp Is adopted by the states 
or by the nation, the stockholders may 
expect to receive a price at least 
equal to the value of the physical prop- 
erties of the roads. 


"I have contended that the present 


value of the railroads should be ascer- 
tained by the intei state 
commerce 


commission and the commissions of 
the various states In order that the In- 
vestors may know when they are buy- 
ing stock of tntilnsic value and'when 
they are being cheated. 
When the 


vulue of tile roads is ascertained, I am 
satisfied that public sentiment will in- 
sist that the leturns shall be sufficient 
to pay a reasonable dividend upon the 
money invested. What this dividend 
should be it might be difficult to fix 
arbitrarily. 
I should say that any 


maximum rate fixed by the people 
should be a llltle higher than the rate 
fixed by competition in the pmcliase 
of stock."

IN THE FIRING 


Lieutenant Greer Says He Heard 


Revolvers and Shotguns. 


Washington, March 30—Lieutenant 


Greer, quartermaster and acting bat- 
talion adjutant of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry on the night of the affray at 
Brownsville, was on the stand in the 
Investigation by the senate committee 
on military affairs. In the absence of 
Captain Macklin, he took command of 
Company C, while the shooting was In 
progress. 
He testified in detail con- 


cerning the events at the post that 
night. 
At the conclusion of a long 


direct examination the witness told 
Senator Foraker that while he had be- 
lieved the men of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry did the shooting, his mind was 
now open as to their guilt or inno- 
cence. He thought the firing came 
from the center of the town, and that, 
shotguns and revolvers were used in 
the firing he heard. He estimated that 
it would require 40 or 50 minutes to 
clean a gun so that it wolild stand in- 
spection after having been fired.
